It appears that A. L, Morrls, an agent for
a law Look firm, hax been working in the
city fur some time und was arrested o few
days ago on the charge of having stolen a
law book from Attorney Elgutter and an-
other from Attorney Tunnicliffe. He was
artested, convieted in police court and sen-
tenoed In'l-ny n fine of $25 and serve 4 term
of gix days in the county jail,

Attorney Lobinger was called into the case
and Thursdny secured an order from Mayor
Bemis remitting the fine and ordering the
relsase of Mr. Morris. With the mayor's
order In his inside pocket Attorney Lobinger
went joyously up to the county Jail at the
pupper hour that evening and asked an audi-
gnce with “Jaller Miller. That functionary
wias atl the supper table. Lobinger wanted
hin cllent relensed at onece and asked the
turnkey to call Miller from his meal, The
turnkey knows Miller pretty well, and he
declined, sugmgesting that Lobinger might
"o and call out the jailer it
ha wished Lo stand the conse-
quences. In the course of time Miller fin-
fshed his repast, and found the attorney
walting for him with an order for Morrls'
relense, Miller refused to acknowledge the
order, Lobinger was Indignant In a minate,
He went on the theory that the mayor's or-
der was law in such cases, and demanded the
Immediate release of the prisoner. Milles
agaln refused. Loblnger then tried to run a
bluff, and wus called. He threatened to
have Miller fired, and was fired himself
Thers was very lttle  ceremony about the
matter, The big door swung open and let a
lawyer out into the chiily night air very
suddenly.

Early yoesterday Mr. Loblnger was on
hand secklng &n order from the court for
Morrls’ release. Judge Weysor was not very
bugy, and agreed to hear Lhe case stated
Informally. Jaller Miller stated that he had
always accepted the mayor's orders and
would continue to do so for the release of
pritoners who bad been convieted of viola-
tlons of clty ordinances, but that he would
refuse until ordered by the court lo release
prisoners convicted of offenses under the
slate law.

Mr. Lobinger urged that the statute gave
the mayor the authority exercissd in the
ease in question. Judge Keysgor examined
the law and the ordinanc:s and stated that
there could be no question of the mayor's
authority to remit fines and sentences im-
posed for violations of the city ordinances,
The statule provided that the mayor should
have certaln powers of pardon, but held that
the counoll must provide the manner in which
the authority should be exerclaed. The
oouncil had done this in the matter of viola-
tiong of the ordinances, but had not done so
with regard to other offenses. Under the
clreumstances Judge Keysor sald he would
decling to etate that the mayor had the
authority to order the releas= of Morris, al-
though a liberal Interpretation of the stat-
utes might glve such authority.
< Mr. Lobinger tried to Induce the judge to
#ay that In cage Miller released the prisoner
ady blame in the matter would attach to the
mayor and not to the jaller, Judge Keysor
coulld not see how a wrong order of the
mayor would protect Miller, and refussd 1o
sanction such contention. Mr, Lobinger will
attempt to secure the release of his man on
habeas corpus proceedings.

Those Church Troubles Agaln.

There promises to be another lively round
In the troubles at law that envelop the al-
falts of the St. Panul Pollsh Catholle church.

Soon after the afMairs of the church were
tangled wp in an injunction proceeding that
was commenced before Judge Scott and then
trausferred to Judge Ferguson's docket, At-
torney Minnahan commenced a sult In ejeot-
ment before Justics Cockrell to get posses-
plon of part of the property. Knowledge of
the metlon eame to Judge Scott and he served
persannl notice upon the justice to the effect
that any attempt to try the case wonld bring
the justice into contempt of the district court
for trying a case which was pending under
Injunetion proceedings, The caze s set
for hearing before Justice Cockrell today,
and he does not want to try the matter a lit-
tle bit. He has so expressed himsell to At-
torney Minnahan, and that gentleman pro-
potes to have the case go on, contempt or no
contempt,

It s announced that Mr. Minnshan will
ask one of the district court judges to grant
» mandamus, compelling Cockrell to proceed
with the trial of the case. If thls is done
Cockrell has the assurance that he will be
cnlled before the eriminal court on contempt
proceedings. The justice Is naturally in
something of a plekle over the situation and
Is walting to see what evils the day will
bring forth,

FOUND A SUPPOSED DEAD MAN.

Insurnnee Company Digs Up a Man Whom
They (Inim Swindiod Them.

TUCOBON, Ariz., Dee, 7—Among the Hua-
chuyea® mountalns at Salvation Army camp,
about forty miles from Tucson, & mAn WaSs
arrested for whom the authorities have been
looking for years. He s John W. Hillman,
and the capture was made by Sam W. Pin-
ley, a deputy colléctor of customs at Nogales,
and Oreren Gemmill, under sheriff of La
Junta. Hinx ocapture recalls one of the most |
remarkable cases in the annals of c¢rime,
In 1578 Hillman and two companions, une of
them resembling him very closely, took a trip
into the HBuffalo mountalns of TeXas to hunt.
They were gone several weeks and when Hill-
man and one companion returned the man
bearing #o striking a resemblance to him had
fuiled to accompany them, It sesms  that
Hillman, who carrled an Insurance on his
life of $580,000, while In the mountains con-
eelved a murderous scheme and killed in cold
blood thé man who so closely rosembledy
him and returned to the settlement. He fook
the name of the man whom he had murdered
and sald that Hillman had been accldentally
shot dead and burled In the mountains, In |
due time Mrs, Hillman made claim to the
life Insurance companies in which her hus-
band had been insured for $80,000, The in- |
surance people bocame susplelous and began
an Investigation, The remains of the man
whom Hillwman had murdered were exhumed
and 1t wis then discovered that they were not |
the remning of Hillman., Mrs. Hillman Ilv-ll-l
tuted legnl proceedings in Topeka, Kan., her
home, to recover the amount eof Insuranco.
The cpke was ciarrled from one court to an-
other until finally ahe secured judgment for
her principal, Interest and attorneys' fees in |
the supreme court of the Uplied States, Ac-
cording to the order of the court the judg-
ment must be satisfied at the end of the
year. During all this time the insurance
companies have kept detectives on the trail
of Hillman, who disappeared shortly after
hin wife made claim to insurance. He was
followed to Australin and other foreign coun-
tries and a reward of $16,000 was offered for
his apprehension, dead or alive On the
4th of last month Under Sherlff Gammill are
rived in this territory fram Colorado and in-
terésted Finley In the ease, Gemmill hav-
ing learned that Hillman was In Sonoro, he
and Finley took the murderer's trafl at Mag-
delen, Sonora, and followed him to Altara,
Sonora, thence to Prescott, Ariz,, Mexieo City,
Old Glory camp and then to Salvation Army
camp In the Huachucas mountains, where he
was urrested.

Hillman denled that he was the right man
when told by the ofMicers what they wanted
him for. He was taken to Tombstone, where
he is held pending the arrival of extradition
papers from Knansas,

THINK IT A MISTAKE.

TOPEKA, Dee. 7.—The story of the capture
of the real Hillman in Arizona is not re-
celved In Topeka with much eredence by any
one, Asgistant State Insurance Commls-
sloner Taylor eaid: “Hlllman s dead. He
has been for sixteen yeurs."

“Do you believe the man Klled at Medi-
c¢ing Lodge was Hillman?'"'

“Of course I do, and the Insurance com-
panies are simply trying to defraud his wife
out of the $26,000 life insurance. Mrs, HIil-
man has & square clalm that ought to have
been pald a dozen years ago.”

“What do you think Is the object of find-
Ing Hillman at this time?"*

“I suppose they will hope to get the case
which 1 set next month continued again.'

E. F. Ware, one of the attorneys for the
Insurance companies, was reluctant about say-
Ing anything. In regard to the etory tele-
graphed todny from Arizona Mr. Ware gave
the following Information: ‘‘No continuanee
will be asked by the companies, We have
recelved numerous messages from Arizona by
partlea clalming to have arrested Hillman.
These telegrams are Indefinite and unsatis-
factory and the chances are against the cap-
ture of the real Hillman.”

FRANKLIN, Ky., Dec. T.—The naws to
the effect that J. W. Hillman, who was
supposed to be kMled sixteen years ago in
Kansas and under mysterious clreumstances,
after taking out a heavy insurance on his
lfe, had been arrested in Arizona, In con-
nection with telegrams received here last
night, ereated considerablo exeitément. Lynn
Boyd Herndon (s the man arrested in Ari-
zona for this crime, He formerly lived here
and is extensively connected kn this section.
About seventeen years ago, together with
his father's family, he moved to Kansas.
How long he lived In that state (s not
known to his relatives here, but it Is ald he
has roamed the country [or several years,
Last night he poured telegrams in to his
Kinsmen at this place, telling of his arrest
at Tombstone, Ariz., charged with having
defrauded an insurance company of a large
sum, and probably with the murder of the
supposed HUlman at Valley Falls, Kan., in
1878. The telegrams were urgent and the
relatives of Herndon here are  solicltous
about his sltuation, so much so in fact that
Dr. J. A, Neal, a relative of his, left for
Tombstone teday to identify Herndon and
help him out of his trouble. It is thought
Herndon 18 aceused by a pecullar chain of
clrcumstances, but his relatives here, from
what they know of the case, do not be-
lieve him gullty.

DEAD BODY FCUND IN A SHPPING CASE

Identifed as that of A. D, Darnes, Cos-
todian of the Miawatha Bullding, but
There Is So Evidence as to
Who Killed Him,

murder was found today when the chopped
and htncked body of a man was discovered in
a shlpping case ly.ng In the alley between
Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth streets, The
ware at first greatly puzzled by the

fied that of A. . Barnes, custodinn of
the Hiawatha bullding at 268 Thirty-seventh
stroct. The ldentifieation wa: made by an
employe of the dead man, Barnes was the
proprietor of soveral news, book and
fruit stands and had been recently divorced
from Hhis wife with whom ks had much
trouhble,

The body had heen apparenily ‘cut up to
fit the case and there was evidence that an
attempt had bHoen made to make It appear
that the body had been shipped from a dis-
tant point. The head was not badly mutl-

as

Inted,
The shipping caxe bore a French stamp,
which was at first taken to ludicate that the

body had been glipped from Franee, In the
cise, carefully wrapped In paper, was found o
Iock of dark, fine lLalr, evidently that of a
woman,

The box was three and one-half feet long,
two feot wide and ten fnches deep and had
evidently heen uscd several times, It was
markad “G. P. Peterson,” No, 2162, and
gtamped “"Made In France.” Traces of other
marks were found, but they had been care-
tully disfigured, making them unreadable,

Withh the body were found clipplugs of
carpet which were ldentified as having come
from the Pullnen Palace Car shops, the
clippings apparently having beon used as
packing for the body. In the case was
found a torn bit of paper bearing the ad-
dress “R. Y. Titus, 237 West Fifty-seventh
streel," A portion of a letter was also
founid, but its contents the police refused to
make publle,

An Inguest was held this afternoon, the
police advancing the theory that the man
was murdered In thhe vleinity of Chicago
and then boxed for shipment; that the prin-
cipals, fearing discovery, abandoned thelr
plangs and thréew the case into the alley
while on their way from the rallroad sta-
tion. The police claimed at the Inquest
that they had no clews. Within an hour,
however, the body had been jdestified, and
the police now think they ecan trace the
murderer,

IIA“'\‘?AHI) BROTHERS ARRESTED,

Minneapolls Police Now Clatin to Be on the
Track of Miss Ging's Marderer.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dee. T.—Although the
Hayward brothors are in cells chargad with
murder In the frst degree, it s frankly ad-
mitted by the county authorities that they
have not yet lald hands on the man who
fired the shot which killed Catherine Ging.
In fact, while they have made greatl progresa,
they are really a long way yet from solving
the mystery as to the ldentity of the actual
murderer. It is believed that & warrant Is
out for the apprehension of the man, but
the authorities will neither affirm nor deny
that they know who he Is. From an Ingide
source, however, it is learned that they con-
fNdently expect his arrest very shortly,

The allbls of the Hayward brolhers are
perfect so far as the time of the actuul mur-
dey s concerned, An Important admisslon
made by Hayward to the authoritiez while
In the sweat box yesterday which has just
leaked oul Is that Mlsx Ging was his mistrass,
He admitted the llason and In  the
next breath  denied emphatically that
he desired her death, It is known, too, that
Hayward was very much smitten with the
young lady whom he took to the theater on
the night of the tragedy. He was, In fact,
engaged to marry hér and the trousseau had
dieen bought and the day set. The wuthorl-
tles believe that this fact may furnigh the
additional motive deemed necessary to ex-
plain the erime. It has seemed scarcely pos-
sible that =0 horrible a ecrime should be in-
stigated by Hayward for the $10,000 Insur-
ance mongy which would be obtalned and

which he would have to share with the
others who were In the conspliracy, Five
thousand would be no Incentlve to a

mnan of Hayward's stamp, who often had
more than that In his pocket and wag known
to stako $1,000 on the turn of a card. His
approaching marriage and the nece:sity of
ending the MHason with Miss Ging may have
furnished a far stronger motive,

The Hayward brothers were formally ar-

WERE DIGGING OUT BDYNAMITE,

Six Workmen ladly Injured’ and Four Wil
Trobmbly Dids

HOSTON, Dec. 7.—This ‘afterhoon while at
work excavating near Eimhfll avenue and
Seavoy street six men were badly injured by
an explosion of dynamite. “During the morn-
Ing a train of dynamite eartridges had been
fixed for blasting rocks. Bomé of them ex-
ploded, but one or two failed, and the work-
men were engaged In digging ‘out the cart-
rldges when one of them exploded.

Menns Within the Reach of All—
Care of the Face and Form

Any man will tell yoi that a woman will
walk a mile any hour of the day to hear of
gometiing which will add to her charms,

nearly every seat in Boyd's opera house held
u feminine burden yesterday afternoon when
Mme. Yale delivered her lecture on "Beauly
Culture.” There were all sorts of women
In the aadlence, who represented every grade
of soclety. Many women of socinl promi
nence were attracted by Mme. Yale's reputa-
tion, and came to see whether a woman of
42 could really look ltke o girl of half that
age. ‘They were obliged to admit that It
was within the possibilities, for while the
spLaker freely admitted that she was on the
ehady slde of 40, from the vantage of the
parquet clrele she could cuglly have been
taken for a radinnt young woman of 25,
The lecture was simply a practical talk
with regard to physical culture, and the pos-
efbilities which it afforded for enliancing the
charms of face and figure and preserving the
daintily rounded outlines of youth past the
milestone of middle age. Although the sug-
gestions wera accompnnied by liberal recem-
mendatlons of the preparations of which the
speaker Is the proprictor, they Included much
that was in the nature of sensible and whole
gome advice. In beginning Mme, Yale sald

that physical culutre was one of the fine
arts, and should be considered one of the
most Important branches of education. Therl

was no reagon why a woman should not hold
her beauty untll long past middle age, but
nevertheless the majority of women became
faded and worn, The flesh could be kept
just ms firm and the eyes just as bright in
middie age as in girihood, if & person would
only live correctly.

There wns no limit to the culture of beauty.
The only requirements were good health and
obedience {o nature's laws, Every part of
the body was for n purpose, and it should
be regulated and kept In the samo condition
as jt was given by the Creator. It was a
gin to allow the body that God had glven
to become corrupt and unwholesome,

The suggestions of the speaker In regard

to the care of the health were divided as
she considered the welfare of each part In
order. The most Important requisite to

beauly was a pure complexion. IPirst, Mme.
Yale alluded to the bath as a primary neces-
sity If the skin was to be kept soft and
smooth and free from blemishes. A warn
bath at night, with a cold douche by way
of refreshment in the morning, and followed
by a brigk rubbing, which set the skin aglow
with the increased clrculation, were always
necessary, The pores of the skin should
be kept open, as many of the blemishes which
gometimer appeared were caused by the decay
of waste matter that had been allowed to
gather under the skin. Every part of the
body should be cared for just as religlously
a8 the fape, for if this was not done the Im-
puritles In the system would break out
through the face and thus cause a blemish
in. the vety spot where It was most desirable
that the skin should be clear and attractive.

““The speaker antagonized the old expres-
slon that beauty was only skin deep. In
heér opinlon It was soul, deep, and the dis-
position had much to do with the preservallon
of the beauty of girlhood. To be really
beay® Tul every quality that tended towards
a poitect womanhood should bz enltivated.

A woman rhould always be prettier at 40
than at £0. It was too often the case that
wheén a woman reached 26 and was still un-
married she began to become a little fright-
ened. And when she was 30 she was really
searcd for fear that she was beglonlng to
get old. When n married woman was 36
she began to grow Jealous of her husband,
She bBegan to noties that he did not treat
her just -as he used to. He was fonder of
the society of younger women, and she grew
to worry herself to death because her beauty
was losing Ita charm and her husbind was
becoming tired of her. There was nothing
that made a woman grow old so0 fust as
Jealousy. There was no reason why she
should not live in a manoer that would pre-
serve her beauty unimpalred and make her
as attractive in the eyves of her husband when
sho was 40 as she wad when he led her to
the altar.

The latter portlon of the lecture was de-
voted 1o methods of physical culture, and
the speaker exchanged her evening coxtume
for pink tghts which showed the perfect
outlines of her figure, which she psserted
had been Induced through the exercises
which she recommended, She Illustrated
various simple methods of developing the
neck, arms, busl and limbs, and accompanled
this by some additional advice. She ob--
Jecled most strenously to the wee of corseis
In any form as detrimental to health and
beauty. The woman who wished to preserve
her charme should forsake the corset for-
ever and wear clothing that would not in-
terfere with the free clrculation In any part.
Bhe must never use a plllow In sleeping, and
massage treatment In connection with the
other exerclgea was urgently advised.
